All 
thesq  plants  "ill  bloom  together  and  con¬ 
tinuously,  the  geraniums  growing  tallest 
and  the  lobelias  shortest  ;  hence  we  shall 
not  (July  have  a  true  arrangement  of  the 
I  orisrpatic  colors,  but  all  the  flowers  will 
be  visible  from  almost  any  point  of  view. 
The  effect  may  be  considerably  heighten¬ 
ed  by  planting  a  standard  perpetual  rose¬ 
bush  in  the  center  of  the  beds  ;  but  in 
such  case,  let  the  standards  be  of  various 
height  and  the  colors  to  a  pattern  if  the 
beds- are  ai  ranged  to  a  pattern,  as  should 
be  tiie  case.  *  For  a  red  rose,  John  Hop¬ 
per  is  one  o{  the  very  best.  For  a  yel¬ 
low  one  Gloire  de  Dijon  is  very  superior. 
In  the  absence  of  roses,  a  white  lily  may 
be  planted  in  each  bed.  If  there  are 
border  beds,  white  lilies,  or  any  [of  the 
broad-leaved,  red,  or  variegated  plants, 
will  form  a  pleasing  contrast.
